BRITISH JWUT TURKS 


Ottoman Forces Fleeing Before Strong

Counter Attacks at Roman!. 


The strong Turkish force which at- 


tacked the British at Romani, twenty 
two miles cast of the Suez canal, on 
August 4, was defeated 
and 
put 
to 


flight by a counter attack. 


The Turks arc being pursued vigor- 


ously by the British who have taken 
more than 2500 prisoners, including 
some Germans. Four mountain guns 
and many machine guns fell into the 
hands of the British whose casualties 
are reported to have been slight. 


This was the substance of an official 


announcement regarding operations in 
E«rypt issued by the war office. 


The Turks, 14,0000 strong, made a 


frontal attack on the British entrench- 
ments in conjunction with a flank at- 
tack around the southern flank. While 
the frontal attack was unsuccessful, 
the British mounted troops were forc- 
ed to retire slowly before the flank 
attack until the Ottoman soldiers be 
came Involved in sand dunes. A coun- 
t,er attack then was made by all arms 
of the Anglo-Saxon forces, which was 
completely successful and was being 
continued, on the following day.

out providing themselves with the ne- 
cessary health certificates it was de- 
rided at a conference between Director 
Krusen of the department of health 
and charities, and Dr. Dixon, of the 
state board ot health, to order a quar- 
antine against the two latter states. 


The quarantine went into effect at 


midnight and carries the same provis- 
ions as against the two other slates. 


'bellowing his conference with Dr. 


Dixon, Director Krusen sent a request 
to the department of public safety, 
asking that the police on the river 
front be instructed to render such as- 
siestance as is necessary to the state 
health oflicers who will enforce the 
quarantine at the ferries. 


One thousand deputies are on guard 


on the state border and no child under 
sixteen who had infantile paralysis or 
has been in contact with in it any 
form will he allowed to enter this statp. 
Other children under sixteen will be 
allowed to enter only when provided 
with proper certificates, and they will 
then be under observations tor two 
weeks. 


A score of inspectors will watch the 


ferries on both sides ot' the liver here. 
They will be on duty day and night, 
and will examine every child using the 
ferrico. 
Those who do not meet the 


requirements of the quarantine will Le 
turned back. 
., • 


Fully as many more men will be sta- 


tioned In the railroad stations here. 
Other deputies will board the trains 
before they cross the state line, and 
make an inspection of the passengers. 


This procedure will tako place at 


every point of entry into this state. 
Ferries, bridges, railroads and roads 
for vehicles will all bo closply guard- 
ed. Any person who evades the quar- 
antine and enters the state without 
the proper health certificate will, if de- 
tected later, foe placed under a quar- 
antine extending for possibly eight 
weeks and prose;uted. 


The railroads have promised their 


co-operation as tar as possible in the 
sale of tickets. They will comply with 
the request of the slate commissioner 
ot health requiring the showing of a 
health certificate by every child under 
sixteen before selling it a ticket into 
this state. 
Inspectors will be station- 


ed in every railroad centre in New 
Jersey and New York to warn pros- 
pective passengers with children as 
to the requirements of the quarantine 
law. 


Hundreds of Penns/lvanians

BRITISH R ^ T TURKS 


Ottoman Forces Fleeing Before Strong

Counter Attacks at Romani, 
The strong Turkish force which at­ 
tacked tlie British at Romani, twenty- 
two miles oast of the Suez canal, on 
August 4, was defeated 
and

flight by a counter attack. 
The Turks are being pursued vigor­ 
ously by the British who have taken 
more than 2500 prisoners, including 
some Germans. 
Four mountain guns 
and many machine guns fell Into the 
hands of tlie British whoso casualties 
are reported to have been slight. 
This was the sub.stanee of an official 
announcement regarding operations in 
EiTypt issued by the war ofllce. 
The Turks, 14,0uoo strong, made a 
frontal attack on the British entrench­ 
ments in conjunction witli a flank at­ 
tack around the southern flank. While 
the frontal attack was unsuccessful, 
the British mounted troops were forc­ 
ed to retire slowly before the flank 
attack until the Ottoman soldiers be 
came Involved In sand dunes, A coun* 
t»er attack then was made by all arms 
of the Anglo-Saxon forces, which was 
completely successful and was being 
continued, on the following day.

QUARANTINE BAN 
ON FOUn STATES 


Guard Delaware, Maryland, New 
York and New Jersey Borders. 


Six deaths and four new cases or 
Infantile paralysis Avere reported to 
the bureau of health in Philadelphia 
ou Monday, bringing the total number 
of fatalities sinco January 1 in that 
city to 20, 
Because of the fear that numbers of 
New York and New Jersey residents 
would attempt 
to 
enter this state 
through Dela\vare and Maryland with* 
out provldini; thenisolves with the ne­ 
cessary health certlficatds it was de­ 
cided at a conference between Director 
Krusen of the department of health 
and charities, and Dr, Dixon, of the 
state board of health, to order a quar­ 
antine against the two latter states. 
The quarantine went into effect at 
midnight and carries tho same provis­ 
ions as against the two other states. 
‘following his conference with Dr. 
Dixon, Director Krusen sent a request 
to the department of public safety» 
asking that tho police on the river 
front be instructed to render such as- 
sieslanco as is necessary to the state 
health ofllcers who will enforce the 
quarantine at the ferries. 
One thousand deputies are on guard 
on the state border and no child under 
sixteen who had infantile paralysis or 
has been In contact with In it any 
form will be allowed to enter this stat^. 
Other children under sixteen will be 
allowed to enter only when provided 
with proper certificates, and they will 
then be under observations for two 
weeks. 
A score of Inspectors will watch the 
ferries on both sides of the river here. 
They will be on duty day and night, 
and will examine every child using the 
ferries. 
Those who do not meet the 
requirements of tho quarantine will be 
turned back. 
Fully as many more men will be sta­ 
tioned in tho railroad stations here. 
Other deputies will board the trains 
before they cross the state line, and 
make an Inspection of the passengers. 
This procoduro will take place at 
every point of entry Into this state. 
Ferries, bridges, railroads and roada 
for vehicles will all be closely guard­ 
ed. Any person who evades the quar­ 
antine and enters the state without 
the proper health certificate will, if de­ 
tected later, be placed under a quar­ 
antine extending for possibly eight 
weeks and prosecuted. 
The railroads have promised their 
co-operation as far as possible In the 
sale of tickets. They will comply with 
the request of tho state commissioner 
of health requiring tlie showing of a 
health certificate by every child under 
sixteen before selling it a ticket Into 
this state. 
Inspectors will be station­ 
ed in every railroad centre in New 
Jersey and New York to warn pros­ 
pective passengers with children as 
to the requirements of the quarantin« 
law. 
Hundreds of Pennsylvanians 
who 
have been summering with their famil­ 
ies at New York and New Jersey re­ 
sorts have returned to their homes 
since Saturday to escape the rigors of 
the quarantine.

The machine consists of a sub- 
stantial base plate with an accurately 
ground, hardened steel facing and au 
integral standard carrying a measur- 
ing appliance. 
The dial indicator 


reads in thousandths of an inch, each 
graduation representing a one-thou- 
sandth inch movement of the indicator 
stem. 


The work to be measured is placed 


under the measuring point on the mul- 
tiplying lever. 
As this is very near 


the fulcrum, a relatively slight mo- 
tion will be changed to one of ten 
times that magnitude at the dial in- 
dicator. If the work is but one-thou- 
sandth inch larger or smaller than the 
standard, the pointer of the indicator 
will move over ten graduations on the 
dial. An error of one-tenth of a thou- 
sandth \t'. I move the pointer one 
graduation.

grain productions. 
They do not in- 


clude the millions of dollars represent- 
ed by the live stock and dairying indus- 
tries, or the additional millions includ- 
ed in (he root, fruit, and garden crops. 
The creameries of Saskatchewan, for 
instance produced more buttermilk 
and ice cream last year Uinn their 
total production amounted to six years 
ago. The milk, butter, and cheese pro- 
duction of Alberta for 1915 was valued 
nt over eleven million dollars. The po- 
tato crop of the three provinces was 
worth five millions and a half. Corn 
and alfalfa—comparatively new crops,

Screen your houses and baby coaches or cribs or Iwds whea 


the house is not folly screened.

Jews are a nation, and they must have 
a land and Palestine is theirs. 
“That is to say, in' brief, that while 
nearly three-quarters of a million Jews 
on tho European battlefields are at 
one another’s throats. In vindication 
each of a different nationality, tho 
Jew s far away from the bursting shells 
and glittering bayonets aro calling out 
to them: ‘No, you are all In the wrong. 
For you are all one.’

lagic treaty betv/een Russia, England. 
Japan and our own nation, prohibit­ 
ing the destruction of cov/ seals upon 
the high seas, tho government has 
taken an occasional census of the 
seals. 
The last of these fixed the 
num ber of seals owned by tho United 
States at 301.844, as against less than 
t^venty tliousand in lliUC.

sive luxury in one 
place and an ordi­

nam e from a fan 
cied 
resemblance 
to tho rising dough 
of bread. W'hen choosing sw eetbreads 
see that they are fresh and large 
Their color should be clear, and if 
they aro not to be used immediately 
they should bo p arb o lltl. 
One of tho best liked and perhaps 
tho commonest ways of serving t\iis 
dainty is in a cream sauce in ram e 
kins or on toast. 
Parboil, then cut 
in bits, removing all of t*he connecting 
tissue. 
To blanch, cook in a little 
acidulated water, a tablespoonful of 
vinegar to a pint of w ater is sufli 
cient. 
Then add

rich white sauce, well seasoned, and 
serve. 
Sweetbread Salad,—Cut up a sweet 
bread 
that has 
been 
cooked,

with an equal quantity of celery cut 
in dice, season well, add mayonnaiso 
and serve on lettuce.

In an opinion filed on Monday Judge 


Kunkle at Harrieburg, held that Straban 
township, Adams county, is liable to the 
State for $3,350, representing the town- 
ehip's share of the cost of building a State- 
aid road in the township in 1912. After 
having paid $1,750 on account the town- 
ship refused to make further payments, 
contending that the township contracted 
illegally for the building of the road when 
the township was without sufficient funds 
to pay the cost of the improvements. Also 
it was contended that no provision had 
been made until after the contract was 
signed for paying the money. 


Borough Must Clean HOUM. 
In a funeral letter to official* of boroughs 


throughout the state, Dr. Samuel G. Dix- 
on, State Health Commissioner, has Bent 
a warning to see that the borough of New 
Oxford be kept in clean and sanitary con- 
dition in order that there may be no spread 
in this direction of the much dreaded in- 
fantile paralysis. It is particularly impor- 
tant to have all human and animal waste 
and all garbage handled in a wav that will 
prevent the breeding of flies and complete 
sanitary inspection of every property in 
the community should be made by tie au- 
thorities; as well as all alleys and gutters, 
to prevent the 
accumulation of filth. 


There are pig pens, manure piles and toil- 
ets in this town that are certainly not kept 
in sanitary condition. Let them be attend- 
ed to at once! The Commissioner's letter 
concludes: 


"Unless your municipality is ready to 


proceed at once to make your town cleaner 
than it is at the present time, this Depart- 
ment should be notified so that we may 
take steps to enforce the cleaning, doing so 
if necessary with our own forces at the ex- 
pense of your local treasury." 


A sportsman who has been hilt climbing 


in the Caledonia reserve and eastward, re- 
ports having seen several wild turkey 
clucks just prior to the late rains. Nine 
wild turkeys were placed on the Adams 
county side of the South Mountain early 
in the spring, 4 near Arendtsville, three 
near Cashtown, and two near Orrtanna. 
These have raised flocks which aggregate 
54 young turkeys, which is considered re- 
markably good. For years the South 
Mountain has been free from wild turkeys.

It will be likely necessary to 
go outside of the county to secure teach- 
ers for these vacancies.

Thru 
the efforts of a brother of Simon Rogers, 
who was supposed to have taken the car, 
it was left at Laurel and "Doc." being no- 
tified returned home with the car. The 
brother thru whom it was recovered lives 
near Ellicott City, but the thief has not 
been apprehended. 


Emanuel Myers, 70, a well known farm- 


er of near Emigsville, York county, died 
suddenly on Sunday morning from an at- 
tack of the heart. Mr. Myers was seized 
with an attack of choking, while watcd at 
the breakfast table, laughing at a joke. 
He got up from the table and went out 
onto the porch for air. There lie fell un- 
conscious.

Mangled by Train; 
Foul Play Alleged 
Ground to pieccsby a Western Maryland 
train, on Sunday night, thot to have been 
the Pittsburgh ^^lyer, due to pass Bittin- 
gers at 11 o’clock, the manglM remains of 
L‘?aao Laughman, of Mountville, cmployetl 
at the Bittingcr stone quarries, were found 
on the crossing at theC H. Bittinger store, 
about o o’clock on Monday morning by 
William Becker, of Bittingers.

Fatal Accident at Gettysburg. 
When the left front tiro on tho Ford 
roadster, driven by Silas Pago, accompan­ 
ied by his cousin, George R. Page, both of 
Pittsburgh, blow out about 6 o’clock on 
Saturday evening, on the Gettysburg bat­ 
tlefield, the car left the road and turning

The former was unconscious when picked 
up and died at the home of William Fritz, 
nearby, without having regained conscious­ 
ness. The young men had left Pittsburgh 
on Saturday morning on a vacation trip.

Bridge to be Replaced. 
Believing that it will be cheaper to build 
a new bridge across the little Conewago,

It is the belief of the 
commissioners, as well as the' engineer, 
that anew bridge will have lo be built 
here, as the dangerous approaches must 
be eliminated at all events and repairs to 
the present bridge would equal the cost of 
a new one. Numerous accidents, one of 
them fatal, have occjirred at the bridge. 
The county is liable for the up-keep of the 
bridge, under a recent decision, although 
it is on a state highway.

necessary improvements.

And 
when, at last, we made the' long por­ 
tage, tramping through the dark for­ 
est aisles, bearing on our shoulders 
Iieavy loads, scarcely able to see the 
sun even at midday through the leafy 
screen of leaves, and came forth at 
twilight on the shores of the mighty 
lake, no words can express the rap­ 
tures with ^'hich I stood and gazed 
across that expanse of heaving, rest­ 
less water. 
The men launched their 
canoes upon the surface and made 
camp in the edge of the forest, but 
I could not move, could not resti*ain 
my eyes.’untll darkness descended and 
left all before me a voitl. 
It was scarcely more than daybreak 
when 
broke camp and headed our 
canoes out into the lake. 
With the 
daw’-n, and the glint of sunlight over 
the waters, much of my dread depart­ 
ed, and I could appreciate the wild 
song of delight with which our Indian 
paddlers bent to their work.
